The direc 
tors also issued a statement showing 
that the earnings of the corporation 
for the first year or its existence 
wfiich ended on March 31, with the 
Ir.st month estimated, reached a tota 
oi 1113,067.195.

business directors, 
unanimously ap- 


proved the conversion plan. Formei 
Judge E. H. Gary, chairman 
of the 


board, stated that the extra 150,000.

stock, would give the corporation a

to be used in any way that the direc- 
tors might deem best. He would not 
say that this implied the acquisition 
o' any new plants.

The Advocate is Just in receipt of 


the following letter from Mr. L. P. 
Schaus, written on board the Celtic, 
March 1. 


Since 
writing 
you last, we have 


been kept very 
busy sightseeing, 


writing letters, and keeping up our 
diary 
On Wednesday morning, Feb. 


mh. we sighted Gibraltar at about 
5 30. The first thing to <ome into 
sight was the 
dim outlines of the 


great rock of Gibraltar. Gradually it 
became plainer, and at 7:30 we cast 
anchor a short distance out from tin 
dock, and were landed at 8:30 by 
steam tender. Of course I had to b1 


on the first load to land. We were 
met on chore by fifty guides, and di- 
vided up into small parties, and ther 
started to see the sights. The main 
point of interest to see here was th 
great rock of Gibraltar, with its three 
miles or more of tunnels, or gallerie 
13 they call them, cut right througi; 
ihe solid rock. Some distance from 


• ^e front, and at convenient distances, 
they have rooms cut towards the front 
of the rock, a'nd a" hole in each room 
pierced through to the front and a 
large cannon placed at the opening of 
each room 
They allowed us to gJ 


through a part of tins tunnel and peer 
through the holes in a number of the 
ooms, from which we got an elegant 
. iew of the bay and Mediterranean on 
the west, the snow-clad hills of Gran- 
ada, and nearer the* Spanish mainland. 
Directly below, on this side of the 
British lines, "are the race-course, the 
rifle-ranges and the Devil's Tower— 
a 
picturesque structure of which 


strange legends are told. Two line? 
or sentry-boxes, and other signs of 
military occupation, mark the bounda- 
ries of the British and the Spanish 
dominions, in a parallel 
across the 


flats: the bpace between the lines is 
neutral ground. After taking in the 
main sights, we took a look at the 
bazaars, and also had the pleasure o' 
calling on the American Consul, Mr. 
Sprague, who received us very cour- 
teously. Rain here, interfered some in 
our pleasures. We •each had to reg- 
ister before entering these rock gal- 
leries. The" entrance .was near an old 
Moorish castle, the Toure de Omeneje, 
one of the relics of Moorish occupa- 
tion in Spain, erected in 725. Gibraltar 
i 613 miles from Funchal, Maderia. 


We sailed from here at 3 p. m. onj 


the same day of arrival for Algiers, 
arriving there after a pleasant run OJ 
Thursday evening, February 20, it 5 1 


c'clock. It was raining, but after our 
health certificates had been accepted 
by the officials of the city, about a 
Couple of hundred of us landed and 
took a look about the place, after 
light of course. We had to ha'ie 
Tuides^who showed us the places to b^> 
seen at night, and there were plenty 
of them. We returned to the vessel 
jbout midnight, and the next mornin? 
after breakfast we started again for 
shore, but during the night we had 
a part of the New York storm, ami 
by the time that about 300 of us got 
ashore, the Captain would allow no 
one else to try it, as it was so rougti 
.hat it was dangerous. We had in- 
^nded to leave that evening at G 
) cloc k but thoseol us who were ashore 
•culd ho get on board, so they post- 
t>oncd leaving till the next afternoon 
at 4 o'clock, and we had to remain 
.- the city all night which suited 
-j.-re of us very much. 


Algiers is the capital of the French 


colonial province of Algeria. It was 
founded by the Arabs in A. D. 935, 
and became the scat of a piratical 
tribe which for years was the terror 
of Christendom. It was estimated at 
one time that 20.000 Christian cap- 
Jives v.crc condemned to work on the 
fortifiiatjons and harbor defences of 
Algiers The city Is built on a range 
oi" hills rising from the harbor in a 
southern part of the place, is chiefly 
occupied by the Arabs and is known 
as the Marabout quarter. The French 
occupy the northern part of the city. 
The buildings arc substantial and for 
the most part ar« daxzling white. 
They, rise from the water-front with 
close regularity, and are enclosed in a 
mass of dense greenery, the Marabout 
quarter or Moorish part of the city 
is more picturesque and irregular than 
the French town. The language, mon- 
ey, mstoms. and general appearance 
ol Algiers are all French. The jwpula- 
lion i* S3.1S4. it Is 410 miles from Gib- 
raltar. There are » few special things 
o-Hy ol iiHw.Ft Jo fef bf «•. The maia 
iliiag 5s the city, peoplo and their <ns- 
»OTI «. Our small jwrty spent most of 
the time in the old Moorish part 


which was »o new to UB and made it 
o' great intei^t, CA»U I ibink in the 
tv,o days and nights we saw at least 
our share -of 
what was to be seen. 


The streets in the old Moorish part 
are very narrow and crooked—some of 
them not more than lour feet wid2, 
with tall buildings on either bide, and 
some of them covered over making it 
rather dark. The sights to be seen in 
such places cannot be described. I 
could go into detail and write a Ion? 
letter on what we saw here but my 
'me is limited (as we are very busy 
on board we scarcely have time to eat 
our meals) and it would make my let- 
ter too long. But we had a good time 
here, and the 500 on board who did not 
get ashore were pretty soi e On Satur- 
day, the 22d, the water was rough yet, 
^nd at about 11 o'clock a m. some 


Mr. Clark's men met some of us 


id asked us if we would go out in a 
i.g and make an efEoTt to get on the 
vessel. Myself and six others volun- 
,cered to go 
So we started and \vent 


out to the vessel, but it was so rough 
we could not get near the vessel foi 
fear of being dashed lo pieces against 
it. They had a chair fixed up with 
ropes and pulleys, intending to take 
UB up one at a time if we could have 
' cached the vessel. But it was no use. 
we had to go back. It was a very in- 
teresting experience to me as I had 
never been out in a small boat when 
it was so rough. I had my Mackintosh 
on or I should have got pretty wet, as 
the spray went all over us. The Cap- 
tain sent in word Vith us that at 3 
o'clock he would run the vessel as 
near the breakwater 
as he consid- 


ered safe, and would then try to get 
us- on. So we sent woid around to all 
of our people and at 3 o'clock \ve were 
at the dock and were taken out, in 
tugs and were finally got on board, 
but it was dangerous work. One of our 
American cruisers, the Chicago, was 
lying in the harbor here. We finally 
pulled up anchor and got away at o 
p m. On board that evening we ob- 
served Washington's birthday with 
music, singing and patriotic addresses. 
Sunday, February 23d we spent on 
the vessel, the thermometer registered 
58 degrees. We had' Episcopal service 
at 10-30 a. m. About noon we passed 
the island of Galita where the French 
send some of their prisoners. About 
3 30 p. m. we passed Tunis and the 
ruins of ancient Carthage, and at 11 
p m. we passed the island of Cantel- 
laria, off the coa*t of Sicily. It be- 
longs to Italy, and is the place where 
they send their prisoners. 


Monday morning, Feb. 24, about 0 


o'clock, we arrived in front of Malta, 
but on account of the size of our ves- 
sel the Captain would not take the re- 
sponsibility of entering the harbor, so 
we anchored outside, about two miles 
from the dock. It was 11 o'clock be- 
fore we got our permits to land. The 
sea was still very rough and the steam 
tender could not get near the vessel 
without danger, so they lay off a ways 
and we jumped or tumbled from the 
stairway into small boats and were 
pulled alongside of the tenders and 
dragged onto them and taken to the 
city. In this way about 300 of us got 
ashore and the remainder had to re- 
main on board again during the day. 
and that evening there was an indig- 
nation meeting called, and the Cap- 
tain was severely roasted for not en- 
tering the harbor, and cable messages 
were sent to the White Star Line of- 
fices at London protesting against the 
action of the Captain. The result was 
that the Captain has "come off bis 
perch" and has been good since. But 
at tills place it might have cost the 
lives of five of our passengers in re- 
frrriins: to the vessel in the evening. 
We had to go through the same pro- 
cess again. We were taken out to the 
vessel in steam tenders, and when 
near the vessel were tumbled into 
small boats and taken alongside to the 
stairs, and every time the boat would 
come up on one of the large swells one 
or two would jump off on the stairs, 
with the assistance of two sailors 
stationed on the stairs, who would 
grab their arms or bands and assist 
them to keep their feet I was among 
the first lot to get on board again— 
and I tell you H was a relief 
1 had 


j>ist sot up the steps onto the deck 
*h«?n a scream went «'? from all the 
ladies who were waUhiaig th<- work of 
getting MS on. I ^rawd lo the si<io 
o* the vessel and saw tfcat one of th** 
small tioals lia«l mortmrned hy com- 
ing in contact with the stairs and that 
fve 
men »ere in Hie water, but 


were *oon got out by the other boats 


that wtr* Mar. Two of th«« were 
friends tlkU I hid 
met—on* from 


Ohio, the otfe«r from Iowa. U was for- 
tunate that there were no 'ladles in 
the boat. 


The Maltese islands are three in 


nurnbci—Malta. 
Gtuu and Comlno, 


Malta, the principal island, is about 
sixty miles In circumference and is 
17% miles long and 9% miles broad. 
The islands belong to Great Britain, 
and are rendesvous of the British Med- 
iterranean squadron, and troops to 
the nu*mti»r%f aboutli.OOO are usually 
stationed here. There are now seven- 
teen war vessels of different nations 
ir- the harbor. The population of the 
islands la about 167,000. Valetta is the 
principal city, with a population of 
about 50,000, the ioundations of which 
were laid by Grard Master La Valette 
in 
16D6. The 
fortifications of 
the 


island and its two fine harbors were 
constructed with great skill and at a 
heavy cost r They are considei ed im- 
pregnable, the natuial situation and 
conformation of-tbe-island being art- 
fully utilized to fffetend it by works of 
enormous extent and strengtn. The 
city is situated on the northeastern 
shore of the island, upon a promitory 
oi Mount Sceberras, which separates 
the two harbors—Grand Harbor and 
Quarantine Harbor. 
The 
Order of 


the Knights of St John held this 
island ffom! 1530'under the patronage 
ot Charles V., and with the consent of 
Pope Parchal II, L'Isle Adam being 
then Grand Master, in 1798 it was 
surrendered by them to the French 
and the Order of Knights of St. John 
•vas dissolved. Ferdinand Hompesch 
being the last Grand Master, Napo- 
leon Bonapart received the surrender 
on board a French frigate. The Brit- 
ish came into possesion of the islands 
n 1799, and have held' them ever since. 
The crowning glory of Valetta is the 
Church of St. John, constructed by 
the Knights, the corner-stone having 
been laid in' 1573. The building has 
two massive towers in Norman archi- 
tecture, one of which contains a 
chime of ten bells, and one bears & 
clock with three dials which indicate 
the hour, the day, and the month 
The interior of the church is magnl- 
icent and repressive. The tombs or 


the Grand Masters are decorated with 
richly colored marble and sculptures 
the'walls are'covered \vitli green mar- 
ble, and the 'floors are 
inlaid 
with 


some two huitdred mortuary slabs in 
memory of the5 Knights. These monu- 
ments are quaint, and many of them 
are-curiously beautiful. The building 
is 187 feet 'long by 118" wide.' The 
ceiling is covered with fine paintings 
by Mattia Preti. The Governor's Pal- 
ace is another place of great interest 
r was formerly the palace of the 
Grand Master of "the Knights of St 
John 
There 16 much more of interest 


could be written of this place, but } 
am afraid I have too much already. 


The ancient capital of Malta was 


Citta Vecchia, about seven miles from 
Valetta. We were taken there 
by 


train, and upon arrival we were first 
taken to the Catacombs and shown 
through bv means of candles. 
They 


seem to have been dug* out of the solid 
rock. 
There were no remains 
or 


bones to be seen. They showed us an 
opening where they claim a subter- 
ranean passage led over to the coast 
near Valetta. We were then taken to 
St. Paul's Cathedral, which is said to 
be built upon the traditional site of 
the house of PubHus. who entertained 
St Paul. St Paul's bay on the north 
side of the island, about sit miles 
from Valetta, where the Apostle is 
believed to have suffered shipwreck, 
was also shown us. The sacred spot 
K marked by a square town and a 
small church, built in 1610. The dis- 
tance from Algiers to Malta is 573 
miles. 


We sailed at 8 p. m. the same day for 


Athens, where we arrived Wednesday 
morning, February 26th at 6 o'clock. 
But the health officer failed to appear 
and we did not get to land till about 
9 o'clock. We anchored in Phalaron 
bay in front of Piraens and were 
taken by rail fl»« miles to Athens. 
Modern Athens is a beautiful city 
with its wide, well-paved streets and 
elegant buildings. tb« architecture of 
which is beautiful. But the old part 
of ancient Athens is much like the 
other—oriental places with its narrow, 
crooked streets. At Athens we find 
many things of Interest. Here w? 
find the Acropolis on which were bnill 
the magnifiresU Parthenon—the pa- 
thetic nuns of which today are the 
admiration and the despair of artists 
and builders of all lands. Here was 
set up the wonderful statute of Athena 
Parthenon, wrought of 
ivory 
and 


gold 
by Phidias. 
In 
437-432 were 


built tb« massive approaches to the 
Acropolis known as the Propylaea 
To this era also belones the temples 
that 
adorn 
the 
plateau 
of 
the 


Arcropolis: and the beautiful Odclon 
or temple of mm**?, whose ruins are 


'oa the southeastern slop* of 1 
Acropolis and waa built at UM MI 
time. On the right of the Propylattt. 
or entrance, is the marble bastion 
\\hich Hupiwrts the base of the tem- 
ple of Athena Nike, or Nike Apteio 
("wingless victory"). 
This in built 


entirely 
of Pentelit- marble. 
The 


Erechtbeum, north of the Parthenon 
was built in Ionic style, and its ruin* 
and plan show a design which was 
evidently exceedingly beautiful. 
At 


the southeast angle of the Acropolis 
in to be seen a portion of the retain* 
ing wall built by Cimon, B. C. 478, 
and from this point we have an ad- 
mirable blrds'eye view of the Theatre 
of Dionysus lying far below. A fine 
view of modern Athens may be ob- 
tained fiom the north end of the east 
wall of the Acropolis. From another 
side can be seen the Temple of the 
Winds and the old Roman Market 
House. The Theatre of Dionysus, the 
cradle of the Greek drama, venerated 
in its ruins as the place where th« 
masterpieces of Aeschylus, Sophocles, 
Euripides and Aristophams were first 
performed. The theatre was original- 
ly constructed within the enclosure 
of the Temple of Dionysus, but the ed- 
ifice now exists only as a mass oi 
undistinguishable ruins. The theatre 
with its seats, stage, and orchestra, 
remains in a tolerable fair state of 
preservation. 
The 
auditorium and 


stage were open to -the sky, and the 
auditorium—capable of seating 30.000 
people—rose gradually from the level 
orchestra up the slope below the 
Acropolis. The marble seats of the 
front row are still in position with 
the titles of their respective occupants 
carved on their front In one of thesa 
seats I sat and had a snap shot taken. 
The Temple of Theseus stands in thd 
southwestern corner of the modern 
city. The Temple of Jupiter Olympus 
also lies near the Acropolis. The 
Arch of Hadrian is also near. 4 The 
Stadium, or ancient place of athletic 
games, which was planned by Lycur- 
gus, about 330 B C-, and renewed by 
Herodes Atticus, the builder of thJ 
Odeon in 140 A. D., is now being re 
built of beautiful Pentelie marble, tha 
entire legnth of the course is 670 
teet, its breadth 109 feet It will seat 
\hen completed 50,000 people, and the 
^eats will all be cut out of solid blocks 
of marble. Some wealthy gentleman 
iias left the money to have it rebuilt. 
r could keep on writing here also, as 
in Malta, as there is so much to write 
ibout that would be of interest , We 
were taken off our vessel here in 
small boats and towed to shore in 
3eets by steam tugs. On arrival at 
Athens'we were conducted to all the 
>laces of interest named above and a 
aumber more. Prot R. B. Richard- 
on, President of the American schoo 
jf Athens, delivered us a lecture oil 
the Acropolis, going from building to 
ouilding, and giving the history of 
each. We remained at Athens two 
days and left Thursday at 4 p. m., 
February 27th for Constantinople. 


I had the pleasure while here of 


meeting our American 
Consul, Mr. 


McGinley, 
who seemed very much 


pleased to meet the American people. 
The distance from Malta to Athens is 
490 miles. Population about 110,000. 
Our itinerary was changed from here. 
We should have gone to Alexandria 
and Cairo, then to Jaffa and Jerusa- 
lem, then to Smyrna, then to Constan- 
tinople. 
But there is some little 


plague in Egypt, and Jaffa has quar- 
antined against her. Had we gone to 
Egypt first we would have been com- 
pelled to lay outside of Jaffa for five 
days in quarantine before landing, so 
we changed the itinerary and go to 
Constantinople first then to Smyrna. 
Jaffa and Alexandria and then to Na- 
ples. This puts us out of our mail 
that was sent to Cairo till we get to 
Jerusalem, where it has been forward- 
ed. I am anxious to reach there to 
get my mail and the Advocate to see 
what is going on at home. 


We had a very interesting address 


the other afternoon on the life of 
Abraham 
Lincoln, 
delivered 
by a 


Catholic priest who is one of our par- 
ty. The members of our party are all 
well and enjoying themselves, except 
there are a number having bad colds. 
The warm weather we had at Fun- 
chal and a few days after did not 
test After we got Into the Mediter- 
ranean it has been much cooler, and 
hence a lot of colds, t have had my 
share, too. but am better again. w- 
are still eating of the provisions 
brought from New York except vege- 
tables, and those we have been get- 
ting here as we go along. I will give 
you a list of the principle thing* ' we 
brought along. First there was 90.090 
pounds 6*f beef. £0,000 pounds of poul- 
try, 
18,000 pounds of potatoes. 44.0 


eggs. 300*> cases of ice cream. 15.700 
pounds of butter, 3«o barrels of flour. 
13.000 tons of coal. 10.000 tons of wa- 
ter, and other stores in proportion. So 
yon see we have plenty to live oft. "I

The Advocate is just in receipt of 


the following letter from Mr. L. P. 
Scliaus, written OB board the Celtic, 
March 1- 


Since 
writing 
you last, we haw 


been kept very busy 
Bight seeing, 


writing letters, and keeping up our 
diary 
On Wednesday morning, Feb. 


l!Hh. we sighted Gibraltar at about 
3 30. The first thing to come into 
sight was the 
dim outlines of the 


great rock of Gibraltar. Gradually it 
became plainer, and at 7.30 we cast 
anchor a short distance out from th3 
dock, and were landed at 8:30 by 
steam tender. Of course 1 had to b'1 


on the first load to land. We were 
met on shore by fifty guides, and di- 
vided up into small parties, and then 
started to see the sights. The main 
point of interest to see here was th 
great rock of Gibraltar, with its three 
miles or more of tunnels, or gallerie 
is they call them, cut right through 
he solid rock 
Some distance from 


i ue front, and at convenient distances, 
they ha'se rooms cut towards the front 
of the rock, and a" hole in each room 
pierced through to the front and a 
large cannon placed at the opening of 
each room. They allowed us to gJ 
through a part of this tunnel and peei 
through the holes in a number of the 
•ooms, from which we got an elegant 
.lew of the bay and Mediterranean on 
the west, the snow-clad hills of Gran- 
ada, and nearer the1 Spanish mainland. 
Directly below, on this side of the 
British lines, 'are the race-course, the 
rifle-ranges and the Devil's Tower— 
a 
picturesque structure of which 


strange legends are told 
Two line? 


or sentry-boxes, and other signs of 
military occupation, mark the bounda- 
ries of the British and the 
Spanish 


dominions, in a parallel 
across the 


flats; the space between the lines is 
neutral ground. After taking in the 
main sights, we took a look at the 
bazaars, and also had the pleasure o! 
calling on the American Consul, Mr. 
Sprague. who received us very cour- 
teously. Rain here, interfered some in 
our pleasures. We each had to reg- 
ister before entering these rock gal- 
leries. THev entrance was near an old 
Moorish castle, the Toure de Omeneje, 
one of the relics of Moorish occupa- 
tion in Spam, erected in 725. Gibraltar 
i- 613 miles from Funchal, Maderia. 


We sailed from here at 3 p. m. on 


the same day of arrival for Algiers, 
arriving there after a pleasant run oa 
Thursday evening, February 20, at 5 
Q clock. It was raining, but after our 
Health certificates had been accepted 
by the officials of the city, about a 
Couple of hundred of us landed and 
.ook a look about the place, after' 
•light of course. We had to have 
"-uidM^wlto showed us the places to b^ 
seen at night, and there were plenty 
of them. We returned to the vessel 
about midnight, and the next moraine 
after breakfast we started again for 
shore, but during the night we had 
a part of the New York storm, and 
b> the time that about 300 of us got 
ashore, the Captain would allow no 
one else to try it, as it was so rough 
.nat it was dangerous. We had in- 
•nded to leave that evening at 6 
i clock but thoscor us who were ashora 
ould flo get on board, so they post- 
poned leading till the next afternoon 
at 4 o clock, and we bad to remain 
,- the city all night which suite! 
-on e of us very much. 


Algiers is the capital of the French 


colonial province of Algeria. It was 
founded by the Arabs in A. D. 935,' 
and became the seat of a piratical 
tribe which for years was the terror 
of Christendom. It was estimated at ( 
one tiase that 20.000 Christian cap-, 
5-.\«.s v.cre condemned to work on the 
fortifii ations and harbor defences of 
Algiers. The city Is built on a range 
oi hills rising from the harbor in a 
southern part of the place, is chiefly 
occupied by the Arabs and is known 
as the Marabout quarter. The French 
occupy the northern part of the city. 
The buildings are substantial and for 
the most part are dazzling white. 
They rise from the water-front with 
close regularity, and are enclosed In a 
mass of dense greenery, the Marabout 
quarter or Moorish part of the city 
is more picturesque and irregular t*an 
thr French town. The language, mon- 
ey, customs, and general appearance 
oi Algiers are all French. The popula- 
tion is 91.1S4. it Is 410 mites from Gib- 
raltar. There are * few sperial things 
o'-'j 01 jitfTCFl to fee hcrr. The main 
Iliiag i* the <ity. peoplr and (bcir <us- 
lon « 
Our small jmrty spent most of 


the time 3n tho old Moorish part 


which was so new to us and made it 
o,' great Inteicct, iuu I tiiink in the 
tr.-o clays and nights we saw at least 
our share -of 
what was to be seen. 


The streets in the old Moorish part 
are very narrow and crooked—&ome of 
them not more than lour feet wide, 
with tall buildings on either side, and 
some of them cohered over making it 
rather dark 
The sights to be seen in 


such places 
cannot be described. 1 


could go into detail and write a long 
letter on what we saw here but my 
>me is limited (as we are very busy 
on board we scarcely have time to eat 
our meals) and it would make my let- 
ter too long. But we had a good time 
here, and the 500 on board who did not 
get ashore were pretty sore On Satur- 
clay, the 22d, the water was rough yet, 
and at about 11 o'clock a. m. some 


1 Mr Clark's men met some of us 
nd asked us if we would go out in a 
i«g and make an effort to get on the 
/essel 
Myself and six others volun- 


.cered to go. So we started and went 
out to the vessel, but it was so rough 
we could not get near the vessel for 
fear of being dashed to pieces against 
it. They had a chair fixed up with 
ropes and pulleys, intending to take 
UP up one at a time if we could have 
i cached the vessel. But it was no use. 
we had to go back. It was a very in- 
teresting experience to me as I had 
never been out in a small boat when 
it was so rough. I had my Mackintosh 
on or I should have got pretty wet, as 
the spray went all over us. The Cap- 
tain sent in word with us that at 3 
o'clock he would run the vessel as 
near the breakwater 
as he consid- 


ered safe, and would then try to get 
ur on. So we sent woid around to all 
of our people and at 3 o'clock we wore 
at the dock and were taken out, in 
tugs and were finally got on board, 
but it was dangerous work. One of our 
American cruisers, the Chicago, was 
lying in the harbor here. We finally 
pulled up anchor and got away at 5 
p m. On board that evening we ob- 
served Washington's birthday with 
music, singing and patriotic addresses. 
Sunday, February 23d we spent on 
the vessel, the thermometer registered 
58 degrees. We had-'Episcopal service 
at 10:30 a. m. About noon we passed 
the island of Galita where the French 
send some of their prisoners. About 
3*30 p. m. we passed Tunis and the 
ruins of ancient Carthage, and at 11 
p. m. we passed the island of Cantel- 
laria, off the coast of Sicily. It be- 
longs to Italy, and is the place where 
they send their prisoners. 


Monday morning, Feb. 24, about 9 


o'clock, we arrived in front of Malta, 
but on account of the size of our ves- 
sel the Captain would not take the re- 
sponsibility of entering the harbor, so 
we anchored outside, about two miles 
from the dock. It was 11 o'clock be- 
fore we got our permits to land. The 
sea was still very rough and the steam 
tender could not get near the vessel 
without danger, so they lay off a ways 
and we jumped or tumbled from the 
stairway into small boats and were 
pulled alongside of the tenders and 
dragged onto them and taken to the 
city. In this way about 300 of us got 
ashore and the remainder had to re- 
main on board again during the day. 
and that evening there was an indig- 
nation meeting called, and the Cap- 
tain was severely roasted for not en- 
tering the harbor, and cable messages 
were sent to the White Star Line of- 
fices at London protesting against the 
action of the Captain. The result was 
that the Captain has "come off his 
perch" and has been good since- But 
at this place it might have cost the 
lives of five of our passengers in re- 
trmlns to the vessel in the evening. 
We had to go through the same pro- 
cess again. We were taken out to the 
vessel in steam tenders, and when 
near the vessel were tumbled into 
small boats and taken alongside to the 
stairs, and every time the boat would 
come up on one of the large swells one 
or two would jump off on the stairs, 
with the assistance of two sailors 
stationed on the stairs, mho would 
grab their arms or hands and assist 
them to keep their feet. I was among 
the first lot to get on board again— 
and I tell you it was a relief. I had 
jnst got up the steps onto the deck 
when a scream went n» from all the 
ladies who were watching th<- work of 
5«tting MS on I ;iiTaw<? to the slor 
o* the vessel and saw that one of th« 
small */oats ha«3 ovcitwrned by rotn- 
ing in contact with the stairs and that 
Pve men 
mere 
in the 
water, bnt 


were «oon got out by the other boats 


that w«m Mar. Two of them were 
friends 
tkftt" I had met—on« from 


Ohio, the other from Iowa. It was for- 
tunate that there were no 'ladies in 
the boat. 


The Maltese islands are three in 


nurnuer—Malta. 
Go^o and 
Comlno. 


Malta, the principal island, is about 
sixty miles lii circumference and is 
17V4 miles long and 9>4 miles broad. 
The island* belong to Great Britain, 
and are rendesvous or the British Med- 
iterranean .squadron, and troops to 
the nu*mb«r*«f aboutli.OOO are usually 
stationed here. There are now seven- 
teen war vessels of different nations 
ip the harbor. The population of the 
islands is about 167,000 Valetta is the 
principal city, with a population of 
about 50,000, the loundations of which 
were laid by Grar>d Master La Valette 
ip 
1656. The 
fortifications of 
the 


island and Its two fine harbors were 
constructed with great skill and at a 
heavy cost. 3 They are considered im- 
pregnable, the natuial situation and 
conformation of"the^land being art- 
fully utilized to tlefead it by works of 
enormous extent and strengtn. The 
city is situated on the northeastern 
shore of the island, upon a promitory 
of Mount Sceberras, which separates 
the two harbors—Grand Harbor and 
Quarantine Harbor 
The 
Order of 


the Knights of St. John held this 
island from '1530' under the patronage 
ot Charles V., and with the consent of 
Pope Parchal II, L'Isle Adam being 
then Grand Master, in 1798 it was 
surrendered by them to the French 
and the Order of Knights of St. John 
vat; dissolved. Ferdinand Hompesch 
being the last Grand Master, Napo- 
leon Bonapart received the surrender 
on board a French frigate. The Brit- 
ish came into possesion of the islands 
iu 1799. and have held them ever since. 
The crowning glory of Valetta is the 
Church of 8t John, constructed by 
the Knights, the corner-stone having 
been laid in 1573. The building has 
two massive towers in Norman archi- 
tecture, 
one of which contains a 


chime of ten bells, and one bears & 
clock with three dials which indicate 
the hour, the day, and the month 
The Interior of the church is magni- 
"5cent and impressive. The tombs or 
the Grand Mas'ters are decorated with 
richly colored marble and sculptures 
the'walls are1 covered -with green mar- 
ble, and the floors are inlaid 
with 


some two hundred mortuary slabs in 
memory of the1 Knights. These monu- 
ments are quaint, and many of them 
are-curiously beautiful.- The building 
is 187 feet 'long by 118" wide. The 
ceiling is covered with fine paintings 
by Mattia Preti. The Governor's Pal- 
ace is another place of great interest 
I 
4- was formerly the palace of 
the 


Grand Master of vthe Knights of St 
John. There is much more of interest 
could be written of this place, but 1 
am afraid I have too much already. 


The-ancient capital of Malta was 


Citta Vecchia, about seven miles from 
Valetta. We were taken there by 
train, and upon arrival we were first 
taken to the Catacombs and shown 
through by means of candles. 
They 


seem to have been dug* out of the solid 
rock. There were no remains 
or 


bones to be seen. They showed us an 
opening where they claim a subter- 
ranean passage led over to the coast, 
near Valetta. We were then taken to 
St. Paul's Cathedral, which is said to 
be built upon the traditional site of 
the house of PubJius, who entertained 
St. Paul. St Paul's bay on the north 
side of the island, about six miles 
from Valetta, where the Apostle is 
believed to hare suffered shipwreck, 
was also shown ua. The sacred spot 
is marked by a square town and a 
small church, built in 1610. The dis- 
tance from Algiers to Malta is 573 
miles. 


We sailed at 8 p. m. the same day for 


Athens, where we arrived Wednesday 
irorning, February 26th at 6 o'clock. 
Bnt the health officer failed to appear 
and we did not get to land till about 
9 o'clock 
We anchored in Phalaron 


bay in front of Plraens and were 
taken by rail fl*« miles to Athens. 
Modern Athens Is a beautiful city, 
with its wide, well-paved streets and 
elegant buildings, tb« architecture of 
which is beautiful But the old part 
of ancient Athens is much like the 
other—oriental places with its narrow, 
crooked streets. At Athens we find 
many things ot interest. Here we 
find the Acropolis ott which were bull: 
the magnificent Parthenon—the pa- 
thetic rains ot which today are the 
admiration and the despair of artists 
and builders ot all lands. Here wat 
set up the wonderful statute of Athena 
Parthenon, wrought of 
ivory 
and 


gold by Phidias. 
In 
437-432 were 


bunt th" native approaches to the 
Acropolis known as the Propylaem 
To this era also belongs the temples 
that 
adorn 
the 
plateau 
of 
the 


Arcropolis, and tlie beautiful Odtion 
or temple of anisic, whose ruins are 


OB the southeastern slope of th* 
Acropolis and was built at th* Mm* 
time. On the right of the Propylaea, 
01 entrance, 
IB the marble bastion 


which supports the base of the tem- 
ple of Athena Nike, or Nike Apicios 
("wingless 
victory"). This is built 


entirely 
of 
Pentelu 
marble. 
The 


Erechtheum. north of the Parthenon 
was built in Ionic Btyle, and its ruins 
and plan show a design which was 
evidently exceedingly beautiful. 
At 


the southeast angle of the Acropolis 


IK to be seen a portion of the retain- 
ing wall built by Cimon, B. C. 478. 
and from this point we have an ad- 
mirable birds'eye view of the Theatre 
of Dionyaus lying far below. A fine 
view of modern Athens may be ob-> 
tained fiom the north end of the east 
wall of the Acropolis. From another 
side can be seen the Temple of the 
Winds and the old Roman Market 
House. The Theatre of Dionysus, the 
cradle of the Greek drama, venerated 
in its ruins as the place where the 
masterpieces of Aeschylus, Sophocles, 
Eurinides and Anstophams were first 
performed. The theatre was original- 
Ij constructed within the enclosure 
of the Temple of Dionysus, but the ed- 
ifice now exists only as a mass ol 
undistinguishable ruins. The theatre 
with its seats, stage, and orchestra, 
remains in a tolerable fair state of 
preservation. 
The 
auditorium and 


stage were open to the sky, and the 
auditorium—capable of seating 30.000 
people—rose gradually from the levei 
orchestra up the slope below the 
Acropolis. The marble seats of the 
front row are still in position with 
the titles of their respective occupants 
carved on their front In one of thesa 
seats I sat and had a snap shot taken. 
The Temple of Theseus stands in thj 


southwestern corner of the modern 
city. The Temple of Jupiter Olympus 
also lies near the Acropolis. The 
Arch of Hadrian is also near. s The 
Stadium, or ancient place of athletic 
games, which was planned by Lycur- 
gus, about 330 B C., and renewed by 
Herodes Atticus, the builder of th? 
Odeon in 140 A. D., is now being re- 
built of beautiful Pentelic marble, the 
ntire legnth of the course is 670 
teet. its breadth 109 feet It will seat 
when completed 50,000 people, and the 
.eats will all be cut out of solid block? 
of marble. 
Some wealthy gentleman 


has left the money to have it rebuilt. 
r could keep on writing here also, as 
n Malta, as there is so much to write 
about that would be of interest ._ We 
were taken off our vessel here in 
;mall boats and towed to shore in 
aeets by steam tugs. On arrival af 
Athens'we were ccmducted to all the 
places of interest named above and a 
lumber more. Prof. R. B. Richard- 
on, President of the American schoo 
jf Athens, delivered us a lecture on 
the Acropolis, going from building to 
building, and giving the history of 
each. We remained at Athens two 
days and left Thursday at 4 p. m., 
February 27th for Constantinople. 


I had the pleasure while here of 


meeting our American Consul, Mr. 
McGinley, 
who 
seemed very much 


pleased to meet the American people. 
The distance from Malta to Athens is 
490 miles. Population about 110,000. 
Our itinerary was changed from here 
We should have gone to Alexandria 
and Cairo, then to Jaffa and Jerusa- 
lem, th'en to Smyrna, then to Constan- 
Inople. 
But there is some little 


plague in Egypt, and Jaffa has quar- 
antined against her. Had we gone to 
Egypt first we v/ould have been com- 
pelled to lay outside of Jaffa for five 
days in quarantine before landing, so 
we changed the itinerary and go to 
Constantinople first, then to Smyrna. 
Jaffa and Alexandria and then to Na- 
ples. This puts ue out of our ma<l 
that was sent to Cairo till we get to 
Jerusalem, where it has been forward- 
ed. I am anxious to reach there to 
get my mail and the Advocate to see 
what is going on at home. 


We had a very interesting address 


the other 
afternoon on the life of 


Abraham 
Lincoln, 
delivered by a 


Catholic priest, who is one of our par- 
ty. The members of our party are *U 
well and enjoying themselves, except 
there are a number having bad colds,. 
The warm weather we had al Fun- 
chal and a few days after did not 
last After we got into the Mediter- 
ranean it has been much cooler, and 
hence a lot of colds. I have had my 
share, too. but an> better again. W* 
are still eating ot the provisions 
brought from New York except vege- 
tables, and those we have been get- 
ting here as we go along.
